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Greer Urges 
Referendum 
Passage 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 


While Former Acting Gov. 
Thompson is opposing financing 
new services because he doesn’t 
trust the Talmadge administration, 
Kep. John Greer, of Lanier Coun- 
ty, a Thompson leader, yesterday 
called for passage of the referen- 
dum and expressed confidence 
that the Talmadge administration 
will spend new school funds. 
wisely. 

Greer lashed persons of all po- 
litical factions who, he said, are 
trying to make a “political issue” 
of the April 5 referendum. He de- 
clared the people should*look be- 
yond political personalities and is- 
sues and remember that they must 
make a choice between “taking 
care of the children of this State 
adequately or causing untold hard- 
ships and damage to dur coming 
generation,” 

As the referendum discussion 
developed, Associated Press Writer 
Charlie Barrett reviewed Gov. 
Talmadge’s 1948 campaign 
speeches and concluded that the 
Governor strongly favors State 
services at stake in the April 5 
referendum but takes a very cool 
view towards a sales tax to fi- 
nance them, | 

“Indications are that if voters 
approve the new program, Tal- 
.made will call the Tax Revision 
Committee into sessicn and ‘pre- 
sent an overall tax program to the 
Legislature,” the AP says. “He 
wouldn’t hesitate to be _ specific 
then,” an associate said. 

It was recalled that Talmadge 
mentioned to the Legislature that 
some additional services could be 
financed by a one-cent addition to 
gasoline taxes and a two-cent ad- 
dition to cigarette taxes. In all] his 
personal recommendations, Tal- 
madge has insisted that an overall 
increase in numerous State taxes 
be considered as well as a sales 
tax. 

On another front, the Merchants’ 
Association at West Point adopted 
a resolution opposing any increase 
in taxes, and especially a retail 
sales tax “which would impose its 
greatest burden on those least able 
to pay.” The Association called 
upon Georgians to vote “No” on 
April 5. It asked State officials to 
practice rigid economy “so they 
can use the vast funds already 
available to finance the expanded 
services desired.” 

The merchants said any addi- 
tional tax burden- would further 
reduce the buying power of the 
individual. They feared that Geor- 
gians would be mortgaging the 
State for many years to come by 
increasing taxes at this time when 
our economy calls for reduction 
all along the line. 

Rep. Greer issued a statement 
saying that the people voted for 
expanded services in the guberna- 
torial campaign last year, because 
both major gubernatorial candi- 
dates had .hese promises in their 
platforms. The people knew then 
that expanded services would cost) 
more money, because the newspa- | 
pers consantly pointed this out, 
he added. | 

The General Assembly over-| 
whelmingly passed the expanded | 
services program, knowing it) 
would cost more money, Greer 
continued. Members of all political 
factions voted for these new serv- 
ices. 

“When the referendum passes, 
the Legislature will, in my belief, 
make some tax revisior before it 
adds any other taxes,” Greer com- 
mented. “The people should re- | 
member that the Legislature al- | 
ways has had authority to levy) 
any tax at any time, and this | 
‘blank check’ authority generally 
has been used wisely by the Legis- 
lature.”

Francescatti 
Violin-Verve 
Hailed Here

Exploring every possible phase 
of his art, one of the world’s truly 
great violinists last might gave a 
full-house audience a. scholarly 
demonstration of string magic. 

Zino Francéscatti, playing with 
verve, brilliance, charm and re 
straint, exhausted the capabilities 
of his instrument and all but ex- 
hausted himself as he gave the 
crowd that filled the Mi: nicipal 
Auditorium one of the season’s 
top musical experiences. 

The artist exhibited a warm 
and intimate kjnowledge of his 
instrument. He catered to its tech- 
nical possibilities like the mas- 
ter musician he is. And, at all 
times, he held his large audience 
in a web of enchantment. 

Few violin soloists could have 
held so many people completely 
attentive through two hours of 
solo instrumentation, especially 
with the weather so warm. 

Although fans were in evidence 
at pause in the artist’s thorough- 
ly interesting program, the pres- 
piring patrons promptly forgot 
their discomfiture the minute he 
resumed playing. 

His playing was marked 
almost unbelievable dexte: uf 
his fingering hand and the strong, 
determined stroke of his bow arm. 
The combination—the violinist’s 
best tools of technique—resulted 
in an excellent performance. 

But, despite his technical per- 
fection, it was his keen conception 
of mood and color in meaningful 
interpretations that distinguished 
him as a master. 

There were three “bests” in his 
program. One was the Brahams 
“Sonata in D-minor, Opus 108” 
which he shared with his talent- 
ed acompanist Artur Balsam, pi- 
anist; the second was a reading 
of the one-movement “Poeme,” by 
ChKausson. The third “best” was a 
thrilling interpretation of the 
technical showpiece, “Airs Russes” 
by Wieniawski. 

The program also _ included 
“Grave,” by Friedemann  Bach- 
Kreisler “Largo and Allegro, assai 
from ‘Third Sonata’” by Bach, 
and “La Fille aux cheveaux de 
~ ” and “Minstrels,” by De- 
bussy.

~~ This is their story, 
7 This is my song, 


Praising the doctors all this day long. 


. By SARA SINGLETON KING 
WAYCROSS—Wednesday is Doctors’ Day, set aside by 
the University of Georgia and observed each year on the 
anniversary of the discovery of anesthesia by our noted 
Georgia doctor, Crawford W. Long. On Doctors’ Day we 
pay homage to Dr. Long, but we also honor all other men 
whose lives are dedicated to alleviation of pain. 


Once the doctors’ wives of the 
Ware County Medical Auxiliary 
invited me to talk over the 
radio on. “What Doctors and 
Their Wives Mean to the Com- 
munity.” That started me think- 


ing. 
Already I knew that doctors, 


as a class of men, stood out. 


above the. common herd. With- 
out having it pointed out to me 


by the wives, I knew that doctors 


even look different from other 


men. They never dress careless- 


ly, even in their leisure time. 
They may be called to a home 
at any mirute, into a situation 
which requires dignity and the 
assurance which dignity’ gives. 
So doctors even look’ different. 

I. said I started. thinking and 
I also started studying. When 
the laymen deal with the pro- 
fession they never can tell when 
their ignorance will be shown 
up. F wanted to speak in doc- 
tors’ terms. Certainly I didn’t 
want to be like the wife who 
misunderstood professional lan- 
guage and therefore stabbed her 
husband. Asked by the sheriff, 
“Why?” she explained, “The doc- 
ter said he needed iron.’ 

I don’t know what a commu- 
nity would do without doctors 


upon whom to pin its jokes. One 


of our drugstores in a doctors’ 
building has a coffee and soft 
drink forum every mornjng to 
hatch up enough laughs for the 
day, a forum attended by lay- 
men and doctors, but the jokes 
are all on the doctors, the profes- 
sional men themselves making 
up most of them. 

They pretend that Dr. At- 
wood, Commissioner of Health 
for Ware County, is poetically 
inclined and say that when he 
isn’t chasing germs, he is writ- 
ing verse. Finally, they ascribe 
to him that famous poem on 
the “Antiquity of the Microbe:” 

“Adam 
Had ’em.” 
We like to joke about doctors, 


I believe, because we recognize 
their superiority and want to 
bring them a little closer down 
to ourselves. In spite of this ad- 
mission, however, the laity joins 
Robert Louis Stevenson in his 
Eulogy of the Doctor. 


“There are men and classes of 
men that stand above the com- 
mon herd, the soldier, the sailor, 
the shepherd not infrequently, 
the artist rarely, rarelier still 
the clergyman, the physician al- 
most as a Tule. ... He is the 
flower of our civilization and 
when that stage of man is done 
with, only to be marveled at in 
history, he will be thought to 
have shared but little in the de- 
fects of the period and to have 
most notably exhibited the vir- 
tues of the race. Generosity he 
has, such as is possible only to 
those who practice an art and 
never to those who drive a 
trade; discretion, tested by a 
hundred secrets; tact, tried in a 
thousand embarrassments; and 
what is more important, hercu- 
lean cheerfulness and courage. 
So it is, that he brings air and 
cheer into the sick rom and 
often enough, though not 80 
often as he desires, brings heal- 
ing.” 


Christ recognized and honored 
the profession when he chose 


Luke for a disciple. Luke was 
called the beloved physician. 

Most physicians are beloved. 
Being beloved carries with it 
great responsibility. Being ad- 
mired and respected carry no 
such obligations. If you are be- 
loved, you dare not fail a friend. 
It is this knowledge that keeps 
doctors and their wives on their 
24-hour-a-day jobs. 

There are times when a doc- 
tor’s wife is afraid to leave 
home. She must stay on the 
home switchboard. Somebody’s 
baby might have to be born 
without a doctor. Somebody’s 
“flu” might go into pneumonia 
because the doctor could not be 
found to prescribe the proper 
treatment. 

Having been an_ intimate 
friend of several doctors and 
their wives, I know how they 
live. It’s even a strain on 
friendship to be their intimates. 
No bridge party is safe unless 
you have reserved yourself a 
husband to fill in when a couple 
of doctors are called away. In 
a supper group which includes 
several doctors, I have seen 
meals grow cold while we 
waited. 

We really want their com- 
pany or we shouldn’t risk the 
disappointments we incur. We 
have planned trips together to 
the beach, only to have these 
trips broken up at the last min- 
ute by a call from a charity pa- 
tient 10 miles in the country. 

I have seen doctors stagger 
on their feet—not from indiscre- 
tion, but from lack of sleep. I 
can readily understand how a 
telephone can be an instrument 
of torture to them, while it is 
a lifeline to us. 

Doctors have wept with me 
when their services could no 
longer do our loved ones good. 
I have watched them fight for a 
life until the last breath was 
gone, even though they knew

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Calls for Copy 
Of Order in 
Lawyers Case 


The Atlanta Bar Association 
yesterday called for a certified 
copy of the Court order which 
censured Attys. James R. Venable 


and Hubert C. Morgan for their 
conduct as attorneys for Emil 
Rothschild, merchant awaiting 
sentence for receiving stolen goods. 

This action was taken to mean 
that the Association would 
sider if any. further action should 
be taken by it. A lawyer pointed 
out yesterday that disbarment 
proceedings could be undertaken 
only if a lawyer were convicted 
of a crime involving moral turpi- 
tude. — 

Attys. Allen Lockerman and 
Hamilton Lokey, members of the 
Bar Committee which assisted Sol. 
Gen. Paul Webb in presenting the 
contempt proceedings against Ven- 
able and Morgan, yesterday issued 
the following statement: 


“The Committee presented to 
the Court information which the 
Committee thought should be 
called to the Court’s attention. As 
shown by the opinion rendered 
by the Court, the evidence pre 
sented fully substantiated ‘the 
charges made by the lawyers’ 
committee whether or not the 
evidence constituted technical! con- 
tempt. There was certainly no 
victory for the lawyers accused be- 
cause the Court directed most se- 


vere criticism against them in. 


these words: 

“It. becomes our duty to dis- 
cipline the respondents in this case 
and we deem it proper under the 
circumstances to do so by rebuk- 
ing, reprimanding and censuring 
them. To a lawyer, a judgment 
of censure is a much more griev- 
ous and severe punishment than 
the imposition of a fine or jail 
sentence for contempt.’ | 

“This Committee’ merely sought 
to call attention to such. prac- 
tices which tend to scandalize and 
degrade the legal profession.” 

Lokey and Lockerman thus dis- 
puted ‘the claim of Atty. William 
G. McRae, representing Venable 
and Morgan, that the order of 
Judges Walter Hendrix, Ralph 
Pharr and Bond Almand, was a 
legal victory for his clients. 

McRae had said: 

“I am happy that they didn’t 
find Mr. Venable or Mr. Morgan 
guilty of contempt of Court as 
I felt all along that the evidence 
would not support such a charge. 
I also expect them to be acquit- 
ted of the. other charge pending 
against them.”

ATLANTANS AT WORK 


Controller of Airport Traffic Holds 
Fate of Scores With His Microphone- 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is an- 
other in a series of articles de- 
scribing interesting jobs of At- 
lantans. 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 


When an airport traffic control- 


ler holds his radio “mike” in his 
hand, he holds, too, the fate of 
scores of air passengers. 

A casual error in directing 
planes in and out of a busy airport 
might easily cause a major acci- 
dent—and cost human lives. 

“It’s a responsible job,” attest- 
ed J. E. Loveless, a controller at 
Atlanta’s Municipal Airport, “but 
it’s fascinating!” 

The fact that there has been no 
major accident at the Atlanta air- 
port in many months is a tribute 
in itself to the alert and hard- 
working men in the traffic control 
tower. 


Loveless said no controller is 
bored with his job. 


“It’s different every day,” he 
said. “Different planes, different 
situations, different problems.” 


The traffic controllers (thee or 
four are on the job at the same 
time) work 24 hours a day in the 
tower atop the airport administra- 
tion building, from which they 
have an unmarred view of all run- 
ways. The controller is the fellow 
to whom the pilot is talking by 
radio, when he says: 


“Atlanta tower ... Air Force 
5863 ... taxiing instructions ., . 
over.” 

To which the controller might 
reply: 

“Air Force 863 ... this is At- 
lanta tower ... cleared to Runway 
15... wind southeast, one zero 
... altimeter, 29.92 ... time, 10:15 
«+» over.” 

In that exchange, an Air Force 
pilot preparing to take off requests 
instructions from the controller. 
The controller assigns him a run- 
way, informs him there’s a south- 
eastern wind blowing 10 miles an 
hour, gives him the , barometric 
pressure and the correct time. 

The controller gives instructions 
for taxiing, takeoffs and landings 
of all planes from the tiniest Cubs 
to the largest Constellation and 
DC-6 luxury airliners. 

“The big ones,” said Loveless, 
“don’t get any priority over the 
little ones. It’s first come, first 
served.” 

But Atlanta air traffic control 
clicks so rapidly that it’s rare for 
a plane to be delayed more than 
a few minutes—despite the thou- 
sands of aircraft that dart in and 
out every month. 

Ben Faulkner, Chief Controller. 
said more than 40,100 takeoffs and 
landings are directed by the con- 
trol tower in some months. 

In bad weathei, planes are 
“stacked” a thousand feet apart to 
prevent possible collisions. 

There’s no‘ “excess conversa- 
tion” when the controller and pilot 
are at their “mikes.” Loveless ex- 
plained that all messages are 
strictly business,” rclayed in stand- 
ard phraseology and sequence so 
that a pilot from any section of 
the country gets his information 
in familiar concise form. 

Pilots of small planss which 
don’t have two-way radios (but 
have receiver sets only) rock their 
wings or move their ailerons to in- 
dictate to the controller they re- 
ceived his message.

Malaria Control---a Remarkable Record 


In one four-year period more than 8,000 
such places were drained. Drainage and 
larvaciding continue to be the chief means 
of fighting the disease, but new insecti- 
cides such as DDT no doubt have helped 
considerably since the war. 

Georgia’s 30-year malaria control pro- 
gram ends next year, but the Health De- 
partment is not letting up in its efforts. It 
almost has the disease licked, but it points 
out there “is the possibility that a change 
in the course of events may bring back 
the disease in fury from the embers not 
yet completely extinguished. It appears 
definitely, though, that malaria is on its 
way out.” 

That is encouraging news and the 
Health Department is to be commended 
for a long, arduous operation that has 
been, and will be, of inestimable value to 
Georgians.

They're All ‘Jockeying for Position’ 


News stories a week ago labeled a Macon speech by Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook as almost an announce- 
ment for the governorship in 1950. Lt. Gov. Marvin Griffin’s all-out indorsement of financing new 
State services “now instead of making them an issue in 1950” came just as close to jumping into the 


far-away campaign as did Cook’s speech. 

The moves by Griffin and Cook, along with 
that story out of Augusta quoting a source as 
stating former House Speaker Roy Harris would 
be a candidate if Gov. Talmadge doesn’t run 
again fall into the classification of what State 


School Supt. M. D. Collins calls “jockeying for - 


position” in the 1950 gubernatorial race. 


As Talmadge begins to see criticism of 
the reregistration law and other features of 
his administration, it is likely that Cook— 
who has had his eye on the governorship off 
and on for some time—decided to beat other 
antiadministration potential candidates to 
the draw. 


This set off a flurry of speculation on possible 
gubernatorial candidates. The Augusta story, 
on which. Harris declined to comment, moved 
Harris’ name to the starting post flying the colors 
of the present administration. 

Then came Griffin’s statement that the time 
to act is now and not in any 1950 gubernatorial 
campaign. The issue is here now. The fight 
should come now, and not posthumously in 1950, 
seemed to be Griffin’s idea. Griffin, who was a 
high-point man in the 1948 primary, also would 
be the gubernatorial candidate of the present ad- 
ministration. ta,

WASHINGTON, D. C.—You pick up some in- 

teresting items just sitting around talking. In a 

small town outside Philadelphia three of us were 

sitting around after dinner. Great Britain came into the talk and 
I localized it by saying that we recently had a British MP visit- 
ing in Atlanta and a troubling controversy had developed over an 
eee of his remarks. I mentioned his name, Richard 

rossman. 


“That would be a fellow-the Americans called Tricky Dick Cross- 
man then,” said one of the men present. “I knew him during the 
war in North Africa. He was violently anti-American then and very 
much pro-Russian. He was in the Psychological Warfare Division. 
He was a sort of Britain’s wonder boy, who was far left of the 
Labor Party, The veterans in the Labor Party say Dick will be 
all right when he grows up. Today he is mildly pro-American and 
an apologist for Russia. In politics he is a sort of Huey Long of 
England, a share-the-wealth philosopher. Ask Rebecca West about 
Tricky Dick. He denounced her as a Fascist because of her articles 
on the elections; There was sure to be a misunderstanding about 
any talk he would make. So tell your people not to worry. If all 
he did was confuse them, they are lucky.” 


Visitor In Washington there was another British visitor. Win- 

ston Churchill was back. Somehow it seemed a little 
sad to have him back. During the great days of the war when 
the best in people was most evident and when Winston Churchill 
fired men’s hearts and minds with his courage and direction, we 
all knew where we were going. We were going to last out the 
Germans and win the war and work with Russia and build a 
peaceful world. Churchill symbolized it. Now, he comes back 
again. He is a man without political position. He represents a 
minority party. There are more V for victory signs. He lifts 
them in the old gesture but today it points to no victory. It has 
become a trade-mark. Not even he seems to know how to point 
out the way we should go. Everywhere there is confusion and 
fear. It was not like that in 1941. He still is a great man and 
is much beloved. But if he knows the direction we should take, he 
cannot point it and his own people would not follow him. So it 
seems a little sad as he comes back in 1949. He was so right be- 
fore. And you wonder today. 


swoa? Lhe feeling grows, though, that war is moving 
Peace Drive? further away. Russia is believed about ready 
to make a peace drive offering some concession. It may come from 
Stalin himself in the form of a suggested meetimg of world leaders. 


_Russia is believed trying to find a formula to end the Berlin 
crisis and to put her chief emphasis on Asia. Asia is ready to fall 
into her hands and she is playing an aggressive game there. She 
also needs time to consolidate the victory in China. She would not 
be ready to go to war until she has the atom bomb and that is two 
to five years away. But the Russians will prepare for all-out war. 
What we will do remains to be seen. We want peace so strongly 
that we could not fail to agree to any measures establishing it. 
But if, in so doing, we neglect to maintain our armed strength we 
will have put ourselves in grave jeopardy. At any rate, observers 
here expect Russia to make some peace move within the next 
six weeks. It will come out of the many administrative changes 


made in the Soviet Union. 

. The President does not seem too disturbed about 
Not Disturbed the congressional coalition of Southern Demo- 
crats and Northern Republicans. Political strategists are pointing 
out that the President’s position is clear and no blame can be at- 
tached to him. The Republicans have made no hay, but have been 
publicly saddled with the real responsibility for any failure of the 
program. It comes down to local issues and presumably the Re- 
publicans who went along with the Southern Democrats believe 
they have not hurt themselves locally. Nevertheless, all are rather 
sure to have opposition on the basis of their votes when they come 
up again for re-election.’ But little blame is attached to the Presi- 
dent. It is felt he did not handle the matter well and that the 
White House has failed to give direction. But there is not much 
excitement about it, and Congress will carry out much of the 
program saving their coalition opposition for the Tart-Hartley Law 
fight. The President will not get his wishes there. 


Politics It is inevitable that Washington should speculate on 

politics and there is talk already about 1952. The 
Democrats have no candidate in the public spotlight. There is 
speculation the President may be planning to build up Louis John- 
son, his new Secretary of Defense. But this has no heavy support. 
Gen.’ Dwight Eisenhower remains the man the Democrats would 
like to rum. They figure he could win easily and be re-elected, 
giving the Democrats another victory span. 

The Republicans have no one. Dewey can’t come back. His 
faithful followers are in open revolt in New York State and Dewey 
is not going to be able to get his plans through his Legislature. 
The GOP is in an even more lamentable state insofar as candidates 
are concerned. Harold Stassen has the most stature and would be 
a strong candidate.

sen. Taft Sharpens the Issue 


WASHINGTON—The simple act of turning to page 169 of the 
Congressional Directory is .enough to disclose one of the rarely 
significant political facts of the moment. Sen. Robert A. Taft is 
up for re-election in 1950. The directory does not add that the 
Senator’s opponent will probably be Ohio’s appealing and pro- 
gressive Democratic Governor, Frank Lausche, but this is also 
worth remembering. 

Such coming events usually cast their shadow before in rather 
trivial ways. Senatorial and Congressional fence building is a 
homely, often inglorious and seldom earth-shaking activity, having 
mainly to do with patronage and pork. In this case, however, the 
policy of the 81st Congress and the future of the Republican Party 
are both certain to be intimately affected by Sen. Taft’s oncoming 
fight to hold his seat. 

As. for the 81st Congress, it is dominated by the restored coali- 
tion of Southerners and conservative Republicans; and the coali- 
tion is dominated in turn .by Sen. Taft, whose superior industry, 
strength of character and ability daily increase his hold over his 
like-minded colleagues. The Senator would be inhuman if he did 
not trim his sails, which are also the sails of the coalition, with 
the 1950 election always in his mind. He is frankly doing so, and 
on a particularly interesting principle. 


, P F The principle is simply that the last election did not 

0 icy represent a popular protest against the “worthless, do- 
nothing 80th Congress,” and that Dewey could have won by cam- 
paigning as Sen. Taft himself would have campaigned. Taft has 
elaborate figures to explain away the fact that Dewey ran far ahead 
of his ticket in the crucial states of Ohio and Illinois, although 
Gov. Herbert, Gov. Green and Sen, C. Wayland Brooks all loudly 
took their stand as Republican conservatives. 


As far as foreign policy is concerned, Taft’s personal effort in 
this new Congress will be largely a rear guard action—he de- 
manded a cut of only $1,000,000,000 in the ERP—unless he gets 
drawn into the fight against sending arms to Western Europe. As 
usual, his main scené of action will be domestic policy. And here 
he’ feels very confident that he will be able to pull his own pro- 
gram through. Fairly thorough modification, but emphatically no 
repeal, of the Taft-Hartley act is the main point on the program. 
The Democratic leadership already privately concedes that Taft 
has the votes to win this one. 

For the rest, Taft hopes to pass his own housing act, to secure 
acceptance of a moderate plan for aid to education, and to do some- 
thing; again rather moderate, about minimum wages. He is deter- 
mined to ignore completely President Truman’s requests for new 
taxes ahd economic controls. 


° . In accordance with the Taft principle above 
Stands Firm stated, this represents no more than the comple- 
tion of the job Taft undertook when the Republicans carried the 
House and Senate in 1946. The voters may~-think the 81st Congress 
.a little different from the 80th. It will deal with more welfare 
legislation and be a little Jess of a lobbyist’s carnival ground. But 
it is still true that where many Senators would have/run hard tor 
cover after the voting fast November 2, Taft is stanfliing pat. 


Since President Truman won the election by a glender margin 
and then threw the initiative away with both hangs, it is not at 
all surprising that Taft should lead this Congress hat is much 
more interesting is the fact, frankly acknowledged by Taft himself, 
that. “1952 will depend on 1950.” In other words, in Ohio in the 
Taft-Lausche contest, and to a lesser degree in the other states 
where there are other contests, the voters will at least be squarely 
presented with the issue Gov. Thomas E. Dewey agilely ducked. 
Dewey merely stood for “unity’”—a singularly misty concept. But 
now the voters will be bluntly asked whether they are for or against 
Republican orthodoxy, isolationism included. This is what Sen. 
Taft consciously desires. 

Obviously, Taft will be the central figure in this drama, If he 
is beaten as a result of the record of the 81st Congress, stand-pat 
Republican orthodoxy will instantly cease to be a serious political 
factor. If he wins, on the other hand, he quite clearly means to 
have a. fourth try for the Republican Presidential nomination. And 
since the majority of organization Republicans share his view that 
Truman’s victory was Dewey’s fault, he will have a good chance 
of getting the prize he has sought so often. 

In the sleazy aftermath of the Truman triumph, it begins to 
seem like a good idea to find out what American politics are all 
about. At any rate, what Sen. Taft is doing will give us this sadly 
needed item ef information.

Weakness of Local Government 


WASHINGTON—During the last few days here in the nation’s capital we have 
been treated to a discouraging public confession in Congress of weakness and in- 
adequacy in American local govesnment which, when pondered, is disturbing. 
Whether accurate or justified, our city and State governments have been repre 


Nor has Congress, itself, shown up too well. 


‘sented in debate or action, or both, ss rather easy marks for special-interest lobbies. 
Issues involved were rent control, veterans’ pensions 


and confirmation of Dr. James Boyd as Director of the Bureau of Mines of the Interior Depart. 


ment which John L., Lewis fought so bitterly. 

Why did champions of effective rent control 
try so vigorously to prevent return or jurisdic- 
tion to local authorities? 


The answer came very bluntly from Senator 
Humphrey, Democrat, Minnesota, himself for- 
merly the mayor of a great American city, 
Minneapolis. After pointing out that the real 
estate lobbies “really began to feel 
strength” in 1947 and 1948, he told the Senate: 


“] say in all reverence, may God pity 
the city councils and may God pity the 
mayors of all cities if the Fulbright amend- 
ment (for conditional return to local con- 
trol) shall be agreed to. Rent control will 
become the plaything of local politics. Ef- 
fective rent control can be destroyed by 
this amendment.” 


Mayors from all over the country meeting 
here at the time in national conference bore him 
out by opposing return to local. control. 


What this seems to be is a confession that 
local governments can not, or will not, stand 
up for the general, public interest against spe- 
cial interests. That, of course, was influential 
in the transfer of authority for some functions 
from city and State governments to the Fed- 
eral Government in recent years, though in 
some other cases Federal rather than local con- 
trol was regarded as essential because of the 
growing complexity of our industrial civiliza- 
tion; in short, an adaptation to changing 
conditions. 

All of this explains why special interests re- 
sisted transfer of authority hefe, in the first in- 
stance, which was a running battle during the 
New Deal regime, and why they have constantly 
tried since to get functions transferred back to 
local authorities. The latter could be ap- 
proached and handled more eaily. It explains 
also why special interests have set up elaborate 
and expensive headquarters here in recent years 
to bring pressure upon Congress and the Fed- 
eral Government directly, as well as building 
fires back home locally. 


their . 


It is a depressing commentary on the status 
of local government. Thére are problems that 
local governments could and should handle. 
But if they fail to protect the public interest, 
then the people look naturally to Washington, 
In the final analysis the people, themselves, 
must accept the blame, because they elect the 
officials. The conditional return to lecal -con- ~ 
trol in rents should offer a test, and perhaps it 
will wake people up to their own civic respon- 
sibilities, especially in the field of economie 
matters, such as rent control, where local poli- 
ticilans seem so susceptible to pressures by local 
financial and business interests. 

In another issue of the past week, John’ L, 
Lewis’ complaint against Dr. Boyd’ included, 
among other things, enforcement of mine safety 
regulations. But it was clearly brought out in 
Senate debate that the Bureau of Mines Di- 
rector lacks power in that respect. That is a 
matter for State governments and coal opera- 
tors. How the States have failed is reyealed 
now and again in investigations, most recently 
in .the Centralia, Ill., mine disaster which dis- 
closed the political influence of coal interests. 


But the most farcical exhibit in the last 
few weeks was that scene in the House of 
Representatives during consideration of the 
veterans’ pension bill when many members, 
in a species of political St. Vitus dance, were 
voting one way when their names were re- 
corded on a roll-call and another when their 
identity was safely concealed—all because 
of what veterans’ organizations might do te 
them back home come the next election. 


Whatever the shortcomings of local govern- 
ment, it is doubtful if few, if any, city councils 
or State legislatures ever put on such @q politi- 
cal hide-and-seek performance as that. The sour 
public reaction probably had its influence in the 
House’s subsequent act of absolution in sending 
the pension bill back to committee. 

Maybe reform could start here simultane 


ously with that in local governments back home,

- Not Just Digits in a Budget 


It must be ironic to people on relief to read the accounts of the running political 
joust between the County Commissioners ‘and the Board of the Fulton County Wel- 
fare Department, given dignity by such respected bodies as the Grand Jury and 
the taxpayers, and to understand that they are simply considered as statistics in 
the overall scheme of things. I have a feeling that the most blunted and degraded 

human being on the dole, unconsciously considers himself a person, crippled, deserted, ill, un- 
lucky, down-at-the-heels, hungry or homeless, but never, even in the depths of greatest despair, as 


simply a figure in the budget. , 

Fulton County has been witnessing, in the 
last 10 days or so, a pushing and shoving for 
power and prestige, in the fine old name of 
balancing the budget. Without reading the in- 
tent beyond apparent facts, the situation is this: 


Fulton County Welfare Department re- 
quested ah appropriation of $965,000 from 
the County Board of Commissioners for the 
coming year. This was to be added to State 
and Federal funds that last year added up 

. te $3,533,809.10 as their part in the care of 
our old, helpless young, unemployable. 


The estimate was a little higher than last 
ear’s budget, because 1,600 more persons have 
n added to the rolls, and, in addition, there 
was an item of $36,000 to operate Oak Hill 


| Homes, the fine new institution planned for 


protection of dependent children, just completed 
and not yet put into use. There were also mod- 
est-plans for an improved program. 

After discussion between the County Man- 
ager A. E, Fuller; and the Commissioners, the 
request shrunk to $883,000 with the elimination 
of a contingency fund, and the Commissioners 
then asked Manager Fuller, Welfare Director 
Welborn Ellis and Welfare Board Chairman 
Ivan Allen to go before the Grand Jury to ask 
for approval of a two-mill tax levy for welfare. 

Now the word “millage” hag fallen into dis- 
repute long ago, because it can be misinter- 
preted with the addition or subtraction of a 
word. In 1940, the Grand Jury recommended 
and the Commissioners ordered a levy of 2% 
milis for welfare; in 1941, 1942 and 1944, 2% 
mills. The Grand Jury has never recommended 
less than 2144 mills, as a matter of fact. 


This year the Welfare Board asked for two 
mills ... not EXTRA mills, but two mills, pro- 
vided the overall] tax levy should not be in- 
creased. It hoped such a levy would not only 
hold the relief lines, but would finance an im- 
proved program of rehabilitation. 

There are differences of interpretation, but 
the Grand Jury failed to recommend the two- 
mill levy They referred to it as a two-mill 
EXTRA levy, and in a mood of reckless econ- 
omy, they voted it down. 

The County Commissioners instructed their 
manager to adopt a working budget of $820,000 
and a legal budget of $710,000, earmarked for 
public welfare. A matter of $20,000 rent has 
since been allowed the Welfare budget. 

The result was the announcement of a cur- 
tailed program. Several private agencies were 
told they could no longer participate in the 
public funds, and it was declared that rolls 
would be “frozen” to meet restrictions. 


Anguished howls were ‘ieard from pri- 
vate agencies who have good voices, but no 
sound has been forthcoming from the “un- 
employables” who make up 722 of the 
11,747 cases on Fulton County’s relief rolls, 
nor the 1,776 children directly involved nor 
the 400 youngsters who receive protective 
ae They have never had much of s 

'y. 


Now all of this is confusing to citizens as 


well as reliefers. 


At a peak, or certainly just a few minutes 
past the peak, of the greatest earnings in our 
history, why is Fulton County so poor it can- 
fiot tax itself two mills ... not extra... but 
include two mills in its allotment for the in- 
digent and helpless? If it is so financially in- 
secure, what of the future when heralded dis- 
inflation will take its toll in incomes? 


And how do we figure a community can 
protest bureaucracy and decry Federal pa- 
ternalism, holding out for self rule, local 
option and State’s rights, when we say we 
cannot take care of our own unemployable? 
It is simply asking for a return of the Fed- 
eral dole. 


For people are not going to be permitted to 
drop on the streets and die of hunger. We will 
pay the taxes to care for them, eventually, one 
way or another. 


In case this sounds like maudlin sentimen- 
tality, it is a matter of record that the average 
person on direct relief in Fulton County re- 
ceives $18.44 a month. If that allowance can 
be dropped lower with humane consideration, 
I cannot see how it can be done. Of course, the 
cynics who always discover the ladies living in 
mink coats on charity, will point to an isolated 
instance or two where that money is being 
squandered by some undeserving mother who 
neglects her children and shows other evidences 
of ingratitude. But, by and large, you don’t get 
far into orgies with $18.21 per person per month. 

Actually, all this is rhetorical because at best 
our public relief system is only a stop gap. It 
is as outmoded as the man trying to shield his 
family from mortar fire by: holding a silk um- 
brella loyally over their heads during a battle. 
If he had sense enough to hold the umbrella, 
he should have thought of trying to wipe out 
the source of the mortar fire. 


What every “planner” knows, is that 
we should take every cent of money we can 
spare and rehabilitate families, especially 
where there are children still in the forma- 
tive stages, se they will not wind up un- 
dernourished and failing in school, ill and 
dependent at Grady Hospital, delinquent 
and criminals in jail, eventfally married 
and deserted and back on charity with as 
second or third crop of “reliefers.” 


We should try to get deserting fathers back 
into responsibility, provide food and shelter for 
children, bolster health and housing and recre- 
ation, with all we can spare, using every pri- 
vate and public agency available in a great on- 
slaught against underprivilege and human 
failure.

I broke bread in New Orleans 
with top executives of a corpora- 
tion engaged in the national dis- 
tribution of milk, butter and 
cheese. I was primarily interested 
in buttermilk. 

The wholesomeness of this bene- 
ficial beverage has been long 
demonstrated. Metchnikoff, Rus- 
sian biologist and professor of 
zoology at the University of 
Cdessa, wondered why more Bul- 
garians than any other people 
lived to be over 100. Years of re- 
search convinced him their lon- 
gevity was due to the consumption 
ot buttermilk. 

Metchnikoff traced many of the 
ailments and infirmities of old 
age to intestinal putrefaction and 
found the lactic acid in fermented 
milk tended to purify the alimen- 
tary tract. He became professor of 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris in 
1904 and was awarded the Nobel 
Prize in 1908 for his scientific dis- 
coveries. He spent his declining 
years promoting the use of a Bul- 
garian culture in milk as an aid 
to better health and a longer life. 
He did not get far with his idea 
because of the reluctance of men 
and women to*drink what is good 
for them.

Alexander Hamilton said 
“Greene wanted nothing but education, 
to have made him the first man in the 
United States.” The difficulty of self- 
education, in the face of stern parental 
opposition, helped to give him the steel- 
like fiber which forced him to the front 
when the struggle for independence 
came. He shared the misery of Valley 
Forge; he headed the court which sen- 
tenced Maj. Andre as a spy: suc- 

ed the traitor, Benedict Arnold, as 
Commander at West int; he crossed 
the Delaware with Washington. 

s army was poorly equipped and 

his men were almost naked. eir rag- 
= clothes were pinned together with 
horns from the locust trees. They had 
no bread, not even rice to eat. Under 
these urgent circumstances, Greene was 
led to spend his fortune to buy supplies 
which Congress had failed to provide 
and refused to pay for. 

He won his chief distinction after he 
was put in command of the Army of 
the South. As an act of gratitude the 
people of Georgia gave him a planta- 
tion, Mulberry Grove, near Savannah. 
He died there June 19, 1786, and he is 
buried beneath a monument on Johnson

Shaw Finally Pens 
His Autobiography

NEW YORK—(AP)—Who 


Would not write his autobiography, yet is having one 


printed Monday. 


Led all playwrights in number of Broadway productions

Who but G. B. S. himself, 
(George) Bernard Shaw, author 
of “Sixteen Self Sketches” which 
Dodd, Mead publishes next 
week, and subject of Stephen 
Winisten’s “Days with Bernard 
Shaw,” published this week by 
Vanguard. 

Shaw is Shaw’s own publisher 
in England, but Dodd, Mead has 
put out the American editions 
for nearly 20 years, Shaw is an 
excellent author to deal with, 
says Edward Dodd, Jr. He’s 
arbitrary; he clings stubbornly 
to his own punctuation rules... 
he dislikes apostrophes as much 
as he dislikes the word “auto- 
biography” or the name George. 
He will not sell republication 
rights to anthologies or text- 
books, nor advance serial rights. 

. One of our biggest magazines 
could buy Churchill, but not 
Shaw. Despite these un-author- 
like views, he draws his own 
contracts, is very precise, prompt 
and businesslike. “I can’t say 
enough for him,” Dodd says. “I 
really can’t. He’s a wonderful 
guy.” 

That’s particularly high praise 
for a man who worked five 
years to get the “self sketches.” 
About 1944 Dodd proposed an 
autobiography made up of selec- 
tions from what Shaw had writ- 
ten about himself. Shaw was 
sort of yes and no about it.

as thé ninety-second birthday ap- 
proached, he warned Dodd, 
Mead to ignore it, and after it 
was over, he wrote: “I congratu- 
late you on my ninety-second 
birthday.” 


Shaw’s publisher deserves 
congratulation, of course, on an 
invaluable literary “property. % 
Over 30 of his plays are in print, 
and most popular items are two 
volumes, one of six plays and 
one of nine. Dodd, Mead plans 
a three-volume set of 20 plays 
in August. He has one new 
play ready, and contemplates an- 
other. The first printing of the 
“sketches” will be 15,000 in this 
country, 50,000 in England. 


Born in Ireland of‘a father 
who, Shaw has repeatedly said, 
was a drunkard, he left school 
before he was 15, embraced 
Fabian Socialism, did music and 
dramatic criticism, embarked on 
a unique career as dramatist.

HE story of the woman taken in adultery is 
T told in the eighth chapter of the Gospel 
according to St. John. 

Early in the morning Jesus came from the 
Mount of Olives into the temple, and all the 

ple came unto Him; and He sat down and 
taught them. The fact that He attracted multi- 
tudes, especially in so conspicuous a place, ex- 

Him to attack, or at least to criticism, 
from the Scribes and Pharisees, the learned and 
conservative groups who regarded Him as an 
upstart and a trouble-maker. 

In the third verse 
of Chapter 8 we are 
told that “they brought 
unto Him a. woman 
taken in adultery; and 
when they had set her 
in the midst, they said 
unto Him, Master, this 
woman was taken in 
adultery, in the very 
act. -Now Moses in the 
law .commanded_ us, 
that. such should be 
stoned, but what say- 
est Thou?” 

The law to which 
they: referred is found 
in Leviticus 20:10. 
‘The man that commit- 
teth ddultery with an- 
other mari's wife, even 
he that committeth 
adultery with his neigh- 
bor’s wife, the adul- 
terer and the adulteress 
shall surely be put to 
death.” 

This ancient law 
had long lost much of 
its severity, and with 
the coming of the Ro- 
mans, bringing what 
the Jews considered

pagan laxity, some form of divorce replaced the 
capital punishment for marital infidelity. 

It is most unlikely that the Scribes and 
Pharisees who brought the woman to Jesus had 
any expectation or wish that she should be 
stoned to death, - | 

Their purpose was only to tempt Jesus; that 
is, to put. Him to the test in the presence of His 
admiring followers. Though the ancient law had 
‘lost some of its force, it was respected, and 
Jesus could hardly maintain His influence over 
His following if He said plainly that the Mosaic 
precepts need not be obeyed. oo 

¢ On the other hand, the humanity of His 
doctrine and the gentleness of His personality 
had won for Him much of his.influence. The 
Mosaic law as recorded in the passage of Leviti- 
cus just. quoted seemed to the, people cruel. If 
Jesus now supported such a doctrine, His fol- 
‘lowers-would be shocked. The Scribes and Phar- 
isees ‘apparently believed they were submitting 
Him to a temptation or test from which there 
was no escape: | 

Instead of- answering their question, Jesus 
stogped down, and with His finger wrote on the 
ground, “as though He heArd them not.’’. His 
attentive audience, both the common peoplé who 
watched and listened, and the learned men who 
were putting Him to the test, understood the 
meaning of His gesture. ' 

In the East, to write on the ground in this 
fashion was to indicate indifference or something 
close to contempt.’ Jesus was expressing His 
unfavorable opinion of the question which had 
been put to Him. ; 

Another interpretation of the incident has 
been offered. Perhaps Jesus was reminding the 
spectators that Jehovah had given to Moses the 
universal principles of all law written on tablets 
of stone. ¢ . 

But this interpretation does not throw much 
light on the story reported by St. John. 

But the Scribes and Pharisees, not willing to 
be put off in this fashion, repeated their ques- 
tion, until Jesus looked up from His writing 
and said, 3 

“He that is without sin among you, let him 
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“Neither Do | Condemn Thee,"

and Sin No More." 


first cast a stone at her.”’ 

The phrase “without sin’? means innocent of 
any sin, not simply innoeeyt of adultery. 

Again He stooped down and wrote on the 
ground. | « 

‘“And-when they heard what He: said, being 
convicted by their own conscience, they went out 
one by one, beginning with the eldest: and Jesus 
was left alone, and the woman standing in the 
midst.” : 

The second writing on the ground may have 
had a significance quite different from the first. 
This interpretation is supported by few manu- 
scripts, scholars say, and it may be entirely 
Apocryphal, but its dramatic force makes it hard 
for us to overlook. + 

It suggests that when Jesus invited whoever 
was without sin to cast the first stone, He stooped 
down and began writing opposite the name of 
each Scribe and Pharisee before Him a descrip- 
tion of each man’s private sin. 

‘When Jesus had lifted up Himself and saw 
none but the woman. He said unto her, Woman 
where are those thine accusers? Hath no man 
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condemned thee?” - 


She said, “Né ‘man, Lord.” And Jesus said 
unto her, “Neither do-I condemn thee: go, and 
Sin no more,” ¢ ' 

Neither Here at the end of the story nor at 

_ the beginning is there a hint as to what the 
woman was thinking. The public accusation 
must have brought her embarrassment, but not 
necessarily any fear. ; 

There was no reason why she should feel 
gratitude for a rescue. To what extent she 
understood. the words of Jesus, we Can only 
guess. When she said, No man, Lord, the word 
“Lord”’ hm courtesy rather than rever- 
ence. She gtight have said, No man, sir. — 

The parting words of Jesus, Go, and sin no 


more,: she could hardly misunderstand. as We F

Millionaire bachelors were plentiful in Amer- 
ica, according to reports, and it was possible for 
Countess May to finance a single passage across 
the Atlantic. She would have preferred to accom- 
pany her daughter on this great ventrre, but 
contented herself, with the knowledge that she 
still could offer counsel through the mails. 

Late in 1933, a starry-eyed 20-year-old Count- 
ess Etti (she was formally christened Marie- 
Anne-Paule-Ferdinancine) arrived in New York. 

She wasn’t completely alone and friendless in 
the great metropolis. She knew a few Americans 
whom she had met abroad and her mother had 
a cousin in the city, Prince Chlodwig Hohenlohe. 

Through this relative Countess Etti was in- 
troduced to’Clendenin J. Ryan, Jr., grandson of

T WAS a busy night in John Harrah's famed 
Reno nightclub. The play, to the accompani- 
ment of whirring roulette wheels and the 
high-pitched voices of girl d@alers calling the 
cards at “blackjack” tables, was at its peak. 
A woman in evening dress approached a 
table and seated,herself before a girl dealer. 
Sliding out a five-dollar bill she said: 

“Deal to me, you blond rat.” 

“I don’t understand,” the girl stammered. 

“Oh, yes you do. You understand perfectly.” 
The woman opened her handbag. Bystanders 
grabbed her arms. They thought’she had a gun. 
She hadn’t. The dealer fainted. 

“I was only trying to scare her,” the woman 
said. “She has been flirting with my husband.” 

This is but one of the frequent conflicts 
which have brought jitters to swank Reno gam- 
bling clubs since professional gambling girls 
were popularized in the city of wide-open gam- 
bling and easy divorce: 

In three cases death was the payoff. The 
girls involved, not content with gambling for 
a living, gambled with love and lost their lives. 

Reno’s gambling girls are chosen for their 
attractiveness, personality and intelligence. Some 
are recent divorcees, others waiting for civorces. 
In addition to dealers there are girls who work 
as “shills.” Their job is to encourage custom- 
ers to gamble. 

Most of the “shills” make only $5 a day, but 
they are available for dates and possible ro- 
mance and marriage with rich men in Reno 
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for A pone at the tables. 
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They make up to $50 a day tips. But 
all the tenseness of‘their calling the

Take Her Life. 


As she stepped into her darkened home, the 
lights suddenly flashed on and Butner- stepped 
from behind a-door.

Gregory pulled a gun from his pocket and 
slid into the convertible beside his wife. Sud- 
denly he crashed the gun down on her head. 
She slumped down in the seat, unconscious. 

“Don’t you think we had better take her to 
a doctor?” Birch asked. : 

“She won’t need one,” Gregory answered. 
“I’m going to kill her— and you, too.” 

Gregory forced Birch to drive to the city 
reservoir.

Still another gambling hall romance ended 
in tragedy on July 16, 1948, for Thelma, the 
young and beautiful wife of Eugene Lee Gam- 
betta. She.was a shill for a gambling house. 

In his statement to the police, Gambetta said 
he found his wife embracing Sam Johnstone, an 
automobile dealer from Winnemucca, Nev., in 
front of her apartment. <i 

“Where are you going with my wife?” Gam- 
betta demanded. 

“I didn’t know I was with anybody’s. wife,” 
Johnstone ariswered, “I just tame to town to 
gamble a little and met her at the casino.” 

Gambetta caught Thelma by the arm and 
dragged her, sc ing, into his car. where he 
fired a single shot into her back, p-ercing her 
heart. She was dead in her husband's arms 
when police arrived. 

Gambetta, too, went to the death row at 
Carson City. 

These killings: and ‘gambling club scenes 
brought an organized move by Nevada citizens 
for a state law to prohibit women employes in 
the gambling clubs. In the death house at Car- 
son City, Butner said: 

“If we had had a law like this, Gambetta, 
Gregory and I would not be here and our wives 
would still be alive.” . 

But the deaths had not deterred other girls. 

At John Harrah’s place an attendant said: 

“We have a steady flow of girl applicants.

N THIS modern age, when gatire fafhilies are 
sometimes wiped out in the same-catastrophe, 
law courts’ must often decide which of several 


' victims outlived the others by a few minutes—or 
- even seconds. 


The puzzling question of who died first came 


| up again recently after Charles and Caroline 
_ Dukszta, a middle-aged couple, were found dead 
_in their gas-filled apartment in New York City. 


It was one o'clock in the morning when a 


_ neighbor smelled gas and summoned a fireman. 


Charles’ body lay on the kitchen floor. His wife 


_ had apparently died in her sleep in an adjoining 


bedroom. Gas poured from three open jets. 
Charles left $6,000 and Caroline, $3,000. 
Three months after the tragedy, a cousin of 


' Charles claimed the entire estate of $9,000, fol- 
- lowed almost immediately by a counter-claim for 


the full amount by a relative of Mrs. Dukszta. 

In a court hearing, counsel for Mrs. Dukszta’s 
relative-held that the wife had outlived the hus- 
band andthad thus inherited his estate prior to 
her own death. He cited the fact that a police 
emergency squad had worked over her in the 
belief she alone might be saved. = 

The attorney also introduced the testimony 
of an expert in diffusion of gases, who figured it 
would take only 18 minutes to fill,the kitchen 
with enough fumes to kill a man—and.69 min- 
utes to kill anyone in the bedroom, where Mrs. 
Dukszta was found. 

The court dismissed these arguments as pre- 
sumptions’ and suggested that Dukszta might 
have been awakened by the gas and rushed into 
the kitchen to shut off the jets. 

The decision was that Mrs. Dukszta did not 
survive her husband and that the $6,000 left by 
him was to go to his heirs; Mrs. Dukszta’s 
$3,000 to:hers. 

This case, though the amount involved was 
small, points up the wisdom of drawing wills 
that provide for possible death for two or more 
related individuals—so that the wishes of both, 
or all, may be carried out regardless of the 
order of death. 

The question of who was the first to die was 
posed again by a New Jersey judge in a case 


When Two or More Die in the

band and wife who were found @ead recently in 
their dilapidated mansion in. Newark,

Not so long ago, the surrogate at White 
Plains, N. Y., had to decide whether a yachts- 
man who vanished at sea died befor® or after his 
sister, who committed suicide three years ‘ater. 

Settlement of a $100,000 estate depended on 
his finding. 

The yachtsman, wealthy Victor Brevoort, pyt 
out from Boston in 1937 aboard his 35-foot metor 
yawl, bound for thé Azores. Brevoort, a 59- 
year-old bachelor, was never seen again. 

The search had long been abandoned when 
his widowed sister, Mrs. Florence E. B. Ejicke- 
meyer, took her life in her home in Yonkers, N. Y. 

From Spain came reports that a yawl had 
sunk off the west coast of that country during a 
violent storm on the night of Dec. 15, 1937. -All 
that was found later was some wreckage bearing 
the word Cygnet (the name of the Brevoort 
yawl) and a scrawl apparently reading Brevoort. 

After months of study, the surrogate decided 
Victor Brevoort had died in December, 1937. 

Consequently, a trust fund set up for him by 
his father was paid into his sister’s estate, in 
accordance with the elder Brevoort’s will. Then, 
under the surrogate’s decision, it went to several 
beneficiaries under her will. F 

In 1943, Mary Lindsay Tomlinson, 34-year- 
old daughter of an insurance company executive 
and wife of an English Royal Air Force officer, 
leaped to her death from the 15th floor of a New 
York hotel, carrying her two young sons to 
death with her. 

The question before the court later was: 
Which of the three died first? An estate said 
to total $100,000 was at stake. 

If the children died first, lawyers said, Tom- 
linson would get one half of the estate and Mrs. 
Tomlinson’s father the other half. If one or the 
other survived the mother, Tomlinson’s dower 
rights would be one-third of the estate. 

The court held that under the British law

and, apparently, no will: “The first to. 
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(Mrs. Tomlinson lived in England), the younger 
persons were presumed to have died first. 

(The rule of law followed in most European 
countries is that when two or more persons 
perish in the same catastrophe, the one pre- 
sumed to outlive the others is whichever one by 
reason of age, sex or state of health is consid- 
ered best able to stay alive. In general, the rule 
in this country is to assume that all victims died 
simultaneously, in the absence of facts or cir- 
cumstances showing otherwise.) 

Christian Channing Gross and his two chil- 
dren, Barbara and Peter, were killed in a Florida 
automobile erash in 1933, some years after he 
and his heiress wife, the former Virginia Ran- 
dolph Harrison, had separated, 
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Mrs. Gross proved in New York Surrogate’s 
Court that young Peter had lived three or four 
minutes after the crash—but failed to show tha 
he had survived his father. - . 

Consequently, she settled for half gf Gross’ 
$800,000 estate, the other half being divided be- 
tween his father and his mother’s estate. 

The family of Charles Lewis Fair, heir to a 
mining fortune, disapproved of his marriage to 
Carolyn Smith, a factory worker. The couple 
went to live in France, where both were killed 
two years later when their car struck a tree. 
Each left a will, naming the other as sole heir. 

In court, some doctors said he had died first; 


others, that she had. The court decided young

You were taking more than morphine.” 

She nodded... “Yes. Barbiturates, too.” 

At the Lexington hospital, which is the 
largest in the world for the treatment and 
study of narcotic addiction, barbiturates are con- 
sidered equally as dangerous as morphine or any 
of the other derivatives of opium which the 
institution is designed to combat. 

“From the standpoint of public health, bar- 
biturates are eVen more dangerous because of 
their widespread use,” ‘Says Dr. Victor Vogel, 
head of the hospital. 

Because more people all over the world seem 
to be relying on sleeping pills (U. S. produc- 
tion figures on barbiturates jumped from 351,- 
000 pounds worth $2,263,000 in 1941 to 900,100 
pounds worth $3,560,300 in 1947, and manufac- 
turers say much of it is being exported), and 
because considerable still rémains unknown 
about their effect on the human system, the 
hospital is conducting ‘the most comprehensive 
— project ever undertaken concerning 

™. . 

Volunteer patients are being dosed in vary- 
ing degrees and under different circumstances 
to verify an already well-supported theory that 
indiscriminate use of barbiturates frequently 
results in addiction and that barbiturate addicts 
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are much more likely to suffer permanent mental 
and physical disabilities than narcotic addicts. 

Dr. Harris Isbell, research director, and a 
staff of assistants will check the mental and 
nerve reactions, the blood pressure, tempera- 
ture, respiration and other signposts of each 
patient before and after individual tests and 
before and after the entire experiment, which 
will take approximately six months. 

Every day the hospital authorities receive 
written and telephoned requests for the admis- 


sion of barbiturate addicts, but except in the . 


few instances in which they are accepted for 
study, the requests must be denied. 

Before 1935, there was no federal institution 
to handle narcotic addicts, either. Then the 
Public Health Service Hospital was erected at 
Lexington and three years later, another was 
built at Fort Worth, Tex. 

Both operate on the same principle. Narcotic 
addicts convicted of crimes are sent there for 
definite terms. Others are put on probation if 
they agree to stay at least six months. Any- 
one in the country can be admitted, however, 
if he or she applies to the Surgeon General in 
Washington and has a doctor’s certificate indi- 
cating narcotic addiction. 

At Lexington, about half of the 800 men 
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and 100 women now heing treated are voluntary 
patients. One of the most famous of this cate- 
gory was Barney Ross; the former lightweight 
and welterweight boxing champion, who became?

Drug addicts frequently resort to barbitu-4 
rates as a substitute. If they are “on the 
pills’ when they enter Narco and fail to reveal} 
the fact, they often go into convulsions the 
next day. Intravenous barbiturate injections) 
quickly revive them and then they are given 
gradually reduced doses daily for a week or 
ten days. : 

Ten days is also the period usually required 
to take patients off narcotics without too muc 
shock. On arrival they are switched to metha-) 
done, a synthetic substitute for morphine, and) 
they receive a little less each day. | 

Withdrawal of the drug, however, is a com-| 
paratively small part of the treatment.

UTLINED against the window of the 
apartment overlooking Central Park, 
pretty Vonnie Shelton looked even smaller 

than she did when she strutted her five-foot, 85- 
pound figure across the stage to the delight of 
Broadway in the Roaring ’20s. 

She kept her moist eyes averted from the 
tense, trim figure of the State Senator who was 
soon to be become New York’s fabulous, most 
pepular mayor, and her lower lip trembled when 
she told him: 

“This is good-by. You’re in love with a town. 
It’s the first time I ever had to compete with 
that. And I’m overmatched.” 

She was one of a number of women, including 
two who married and divorced him, who found 
they couldn't compete with Jimmy Walker’s love 
for the great city where he was born; where he 
was a merry monarch with a snap brim hat for 
a crown, where he died of a rupture of the brain 
and the breaking of the heart. 

James J. Walker's farewell to little Yvonne 
Shelton, dictated in part by Tammany Hall, 
marked the end of one of the three great ro- 
mances in his life, accurately and graphically 
portrayed by Gene Fowler, his friend and bi- 
ographer, in ‘“‘Beau James,’’ published by Viking 
Press. Excerpts from this book appear in the 
March issue of Cosmopolitan Magazine. 

Fowler, who was editor of the New York 
American when Walker was at the peak of his 
power and popularity, found.the dapper mayor's 
final romance, with talented and temperamen- 
tal Betty Compton, the most gripping and 
tragic of his hectic life. 

The tempestuous courtship was -conducted 
under handicaps that made the wooing of Juliet 
by Romeo a ’teen age idyll by comparison; their 
marriage was bitterly attacked in all quarters 
of the globe, and they died, divorced but still 
in love. 

And, throughout the pages of Fowler’s great 
book~—as understanding as his life of John Barry- 
more in ““Good Night, Sweet Prince’’——-moves 
the loyal and lonely Janet Allen Walker, his 
Allie-who married him first and unselfishly gave 
him his legal freedom so he could wed his Monk, 
Betty Compton. 7 

Walker, Jim to his intimates and Jimmy to 
his friends, lostehis health, his wealth and his 
high office almost simultaneously, but he never 
lost his charming: wit or his native ability to 
think on his feet. 

While the state legislature was attacking his 
official conduct and some members of Tammany 
Hall were attacking his domestic~ conduct, 
Walker and Betty Compton went fishing with a 
party of friends off Long Island. Bad weather 
sent: the party back to an inn at Montauk, 
where Betty started gambling in a room off the 
kitchen when several husky officers raided the 
game.

Passing through the 
kitchen, Betty s@w Jim in a waiter’s apron sit- 
ting at a table calmly eating a plate of heans. 

“ «Jim, are you going to let these farmers—’ ” 

“*Come on, lady. Tell it to the judge,’ the 
officer nearest Betty interrupted. 

“Jim paid not the slightest attention to 
Betty, just kept on eating beans. She became 
furious. : 

“She was released a few hours afterward 
and returned to the yacht. For a long while 
she did not speak to Jim. Finally she said, 
‘Why did you desert me? You and your beans!’ 

‘“*Monk,’ Jim said, ‘I knew you'd get out all 
right. But as for me, Governor Roosevelt has 
decided to keep that investigation within rea- 
sonable bounds.

\WALKER, the darling of the ladies, got off to 
a bad start with Betty Compton at the first 
meeting, backstage at a musical comedy in 
which she was featured in 1926.

Jimmy Walker, for one of the few 
times in his career, was at a loss for words. 


The following year, after a civic dinner, he 
offered to drive her across town to the theatre. 
In the mayor’s official limousine Walker, who 
seldom employed the ear-shattering siren, ord- 
ered the chauffeur to turn it on and grinned at 
his guest like a small boy with a new drum. 

Betty put her hands to her ears and, aftera 
block, said:

Jimmy Walker announced his decision by 
removing his tremendous wardrobe from the 
family home in Greenwich Village, leaving his 
wife of 15 years behind, and took up quarters 
in a midtown hotel.

Betty and Jimmy and her mother, at times, 
visited the theatres and the nightclubs to- 
gether. The late Al Smith, among others 
powerful in Tammany Hail, frowned = and 
scolded, but the attachment persisted. 

It did no good for Betty and her mother to 
spend a year in Europe; the separation made 
the boyish mayor and his Monk, who had 
thought it a good idea, more desperate for each 
other’s company.

Walker, at the time, had not decided to run 
for re-election but a visit from the late Al 
Smith, then governor of New York, prompted 
the lovelorn mayor to take action.

Al Smith, the shrewd politician, woefully 
underestimated Jimmy Walker's popular appeal 
and power as a vote-getter. Almost effortlessly 
he beat the Fusion candidate, Fiorello LaGuar- 
dia by some half million votes. 


AD it not been for Smith’s taunts, Walker 

might have retired at the end of his first 
term and would have been spared the relentless 
attacks.on his official conduct and his personal 
integrity by the state legislature, by the Seabury 
Committee and by ihe then governor, Franklin 
Db. Roosevelt. 

Meantime, his romance with Betty ran a 
bumpy course, plunged into the depths when 
Betty became convinced that Jimmy had tapped 
her telephone line. She took sleeping pills, re- 
covered and married Edward Dowling, a com- 
parative stranger. The brief honeymoon ended 
in a Mexican divorce and she began waiting, 
again, for her Jim to get his freedom. 

Both were in. different parts of Europe in 
1931, both missed each other repeatedly via 
telephone calls, and plunged into fits of despon- 
dent jealousy. 

Back in New York, Walker held his own in 
public hearings against the sharpshooting . of 
Samuel Seabury, the prodding prosecutor of the 
special committee, and he submitted to Governor 
Roosevelt a 30,000-word defense against the 
charges. The next step was a hearing in Albany 
where Roosevelt, on the way to the White House, 
took up the questioning where Seabury left off. 

Walker returned to his beloved New York to 
await the decision of the governor. Would Beau 
James Walker be removed from office, or merely 
scolded. 

Just what steps Roosevelt planned to take 
have never been divulged. The impetuous Walker 
didn’t wait for the verdict. On the day his 
brother George was buried, James J. Walker 
sent an abrupt miessage to the city clerk: 

“I hereby resign as mayor of the City of 
New York, the same to take effect immediately.” 

Walker’s freedom from public obligations be- 
came effective Sept. 1, 1932. His freedom from 
marital obligations came in March of 1933 when 
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_Allie -Walker sued for divorce in Florida, as 
‘requested by her wandering husband, then in 
' Paris. 

Years later, the first Mrs. Jimmy Walker 
told Fowler: 

“T asked for nothing in the divorce action 
', . . and lived as happily as possible away from 
‘Jim ... He was the light of my life and still 
‘Shines in my heart.” 

Jimmy and Betty were married at Cannes on 
' April 19, 1933, and*there followed a period when 
‘each knew complete happiness. Walker, who 
'had felt old at 50, felt like a schoolboy at 51, 
'“showing off” before his 28-year-old bride. 


They lived for a while in a cottage near Lon- 


-§ don; a cottage with a mirror in the front room 


‘that gave a perfect view of the bedroom door. 
Walker wasn’t aware of the fact. One day when

had never been known 
to take off as much as a coat in the presence of 
guests. 

“Completely innocent of the fact that his 
performance was. being’ witnessed,’’ Fowler 
wrote, “he was dancing up and down and mek- 
ing faces—clad only in underwear, a long lisle 
union suit, made to his own specifications, of 
course, and intended to protect him from the 
dampness of the English spring.” 

The vicar took a grave. farewell, expressing 
the hope that Mr. Walker had dressed adequately 
“for this cold morning in London.” Jimmy and 
Betty had little to amuse them after the episode. 
The adoption of a little girl and a little boy 
failed to bring the domestic happiness they had 
long sought, but which their temperaments made 
impossible. Finally, she told him she wanted a 
divorce and Walker said simply:

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“IT have nothing to give you but one thing.

Her suit was heard in Florida in 1941, with 
the stipulation that they share equally in*“the 
custody of the children. In May, 1942, she mar- 
ried Theodore Knappen. Two years later she 
was operated on for removal of a tumor, gave 
birth to a baby boy and died on July 12, 1944, 
at the age of 40—fulfilling her vow that she 
didn’t want to live beyond that age. 


HER last request was carried out. Her own 

child and the two adopted children were not 
to be separated. Not only that, Knappen, the 
widower, and Jimmy Walker lived with them 
until the former took his own and remar- 
ried. 

Walker refused to run again for mayor as 
“exoneration.” He held an executive position 
with a music company when his amazing vitality 
failed him and his will to live left him on Nov. 
18, 1946. 

Thousands of people of all races and creeds 
and parties fought on Fifth Ave, to get a glimpse 
of the casket containing their hero, prompting a 
great editor to demand how many people had 
attended the funeral of the man who helped 
drive him into temporary exile. A puzzled re- 
porter finally discovered that nobody had gone 
to the funeral for Samuel Seabury; he was still 
living, but in comparative obscurity. 

More than three years after Walker’s death, 
Fowler wrote: 


“The memory of him is green. The love for 


‘him is warm. He is a legend now, and when 


you ride in the taxicabs on the streets of New 
York, if you ask who best typified the heart 
of the greatest city in the Western world, you 
are bound to hear the name ‘Jimmy Walker.’ 
And the smile that goes with the utterance of 
that name makes you smile, and it makes 
ou feel warm and fine and forgiving all day 
ong.”

HE Duke of Leeds and his betting opponent 
ft knelt down to watch the snails race. The 
fun-loving 18th Century Duke had gambled 
away most of his estate and now he was pitting 
Hornby Castle, famous family possession dating 


“from the Norman Conquest, against his previous 


losses. 

The three fat, healthy snails his adversary 
had picked appeared a sure thing. Leeds’ three 
competing snails, scrawny and Weak-looking, 
seemed a dreary prospect by comparison. 

The Duke, however, smiled in serene confi- 
dence. A few minutes later his trio crept across 
the finish line first. He knew, as his opponent 
did not, that the scrawniest snails are the fastest 
travelers. 

Thus—some 200 years ago—was the vast 
wealth of the Leeds domain saved for future 
generations. 

A quiet, dignified man, the tenth Duke of 


_Leeds--father of the present holder of the title 


didn’t gamble his fortune away. He acquired 
the title in the latter part of the 19th cen- 
tury and held it until his death in 1927. 

- Reluctantly, but judiciously, he parted with 
portions of the Leeds estate to meet costly obli- 
gations. There-~was, however, never any thought 
of relinquishing famed Hornby, with its histori- 
cal significance, its art treasures, its 15,000 
acres of land and its fabled ghost, Reginald, 
lord of the castle in 1095, who—legend had it— 
roamed the battlements mourning his murder at 
the hands of his wife’s deceiver. 

It remained for his son, Leeds the 11th, 
to accomplish in full what his 18th century 
ancestor had happily averted and what Leeds 
the tenth had hesitantly set into motion. 

Barely 26 when his father died, young John 
Osborne, Duke of Leeds XI, took stock and 
found that his possessions included his illustri- 
ous title, Hornby Castle, several landed estates, 
Britain’s largest gin distillery, entree into royal 
society and the swooning admiration of countless 
young women who would like to be duchesses. 

His tangible assets were placed at $3,500,000. 
They were, however, mostly frozen. Taxes and 


cost of upkeep were becoming prohibitive. 


He got a job as a bank clerk—which his 
friends thought was commendable—but that 
didn’t do much to improve the situation, since 
his salary was trivial compared to his expenses.

taxes and bills piled up anew, the young noble- 
man was faced with his big decision. 

He made it quickly, for. the real estate 
market was good: Farewell to Hornby. The 
ancient castle, including priceless antiques, the 
ducal coronet, the ermine court robe, the old 
masters, the wreplaceable wine cellars—maybe 
even Reginald, the family ghost, if you believe 
in spooks—sold for $1,250,000. 

Anyway, regardless of how you may feel 
about phantoms, after the new owners took 
over, there was certainly no place left for Reg- 
inald to haunt. 

The castle was torn down and the land was 
cut up into small building lots. 

After settling his debts, young Leeds retired 
to the Italian Riviera, accompanied by his 
mother, and took up life on a modest scale, 
to conserve what was left of his funds and 
escape further heavy British levies. 

Despite his insecure finances he was still 
considered a prime matrimonial catch, for his 
lineage was indisputably Grade A. 

“Jack’s having a bit of a go on his’expenses,”’ 
intimates whispered, ‘‘but don’t you mind. He'll 
pick up an heiress—maybe an- American—and 
presto!—he’ll be rich again!” 

So, when the 11th Duke of Leeds announced 
in 1933 that he was going to marry Mme. Irma 
Amelie de Malkhazouny, the report circulated 
that he had found his heiress. It wasn’t so. 

Irma, 24, the daughter of a one-time Serbian 
consul in Paris, was a struggling ballet dancer 
who had wed Paul Brewster, London publisher, 
at the age of 17 and divorced him in 1930. She 
was not rich. 

She and the Duke were evidently very much 
in love. Their marriage seemed to be a great 
success from the start. As the Duchess of Leeds, 
Irma occupied a high niche in British and Rivi-

era society. They were a charming couple, liv- 
ing in restrained good taste, and what the Duke 
had lost in worldly goods he had more than 
made up in domestic contentment. 

The Duchess was a nurse in a Biarritz mili- 
tary hospital at the time of the French surrender 
in 1940. She escaped to America, later serving 
a year with the Red Cross in England. 7 

Then, in May, 1947 (14 years after the Duke 
married her for love alone) the Duchess re- 
vealed that all was not well in the Leeds house- 
hold. 

She appeared in Reno, Nev., set up a six-week 
residence there, and on June 20 got a divorce 
on grounds of three years’ separation. 

The next day she married Frank Ather- 
ton Howard, 56, wealthy lawyer and former oil 
executive, whom she had met nine years before 
during one of his frequent European visits. She 
was 38. 

Howard, a widower, took his new bride to 
New York, where they settled down to quiet 
happiness. 

As for the Duke, to all intents and purposes, 
he was a bachelor once more — yet the solemn- 
eyed John Osborne at 47 was still a married 
man in the. eyes of British courts, which do not 
recognize American divorces. 

So last October 28 the Duke won his own 
British divorce on grounds of infidelity, having 
named Howard as co-respondent. 

Gone were his Yorkshire and Buckingham- 
shire estates, his distillery, Hornby Castle, his 
antiques and noble robes, his wine cellars—and 
his wife, * 

He was not, however, shorn of all. He still 
had his title, which can’t be sold or taken away. 

Shortly after his divorce he married Mrs. 
Audrey Young, once-married and divorced daugh- 
ter of Brigadier Desmond Young. Thus he re- 
placed the wife he had relinquished. But Hornby 
—like Reginald the ghost—was lost forever.

People paid a dollar apiece to shake her soft 
little hand. 

Lola beamed and then, after a while, started 
yawning again. The world was calling. She 
moved to San Franciscé and the newly discovered 
gold fields. 

She danced, no better than she ever had, but 
the miners liked her and showed their appreciation 
with showers of gold nuggets. 

She took time out to marry again—the gentle- 
man’s name was P. P. Hull, described as a news- 
paper editor—and then took another few minutes 
to horsewhip the editor of an opposition news- 
paper who had criticized her as a hostess:

Nobody was ever better qualified, the critics said. 

Now she was ready for the quiet life. 

The pace of her life had been too fast for her, 
though. 

The figure that had entranced men all 
over the world was trembling and wracked with 
coughing spells when, on Jan. 17, 1861, Lola 
Montez, nee Marie Dolores Eliza Gilbert, died in 
New York. She was 42. 

“Her penitence was pathetic,” said one of her 
friends. “She remembered everything she had 
done—-that she would like to undo, if she had 
time.” 

The last act of penance is written on her 
tombstone in Greenwood Cemetery, Brooklyn. 
The inscription does not mention her manufac- 
tured name—-Lola Montez. It says, simply: 

“Eliza Gilbert.”

bad will try it again. 

Bill Helis, the Golden Greek, is probably the 
only racing man who ever applied the progressive 
System to buying horses instead of betting on 
them, and won. 

As every ‘frustrated form player knows, the 
progressive system is a betting plan whereby 
the player makes a wager and if he loses, doubles 
it, and keeps doubling until he finally hits a 
winner when, of course, he will get all his money 
back and then some. . 

The trouble with this surefire method of beat- 
ing the races is that, even starting with a two- 
buck wager, the bettor with a limited bankroll 
can get far beyond his depth quicker than he can 
mortgage the old homestead, 

For instance, if a progressive player started 
with $2 and ran into 11 consecutive losers, he'd 
need $4,096 for his 12th wager. Therefore, the 
progressive system is strictly for the Vander- 
bilts,, Whitneys—and, of course, Helises. 

‘Billy Helis, a Greek immigrant, who par- 
layed a dishwasher’s job and an audacious 
spirit into a huge fortune, a position of 
prominence on the American turf and 
a high place among other Americans 
of Grecian descent, succeeded with - 
the progressive system not only 
because he had the gameness to 
follow a losing proposition un- 
til his luck changed but also 
because he had the unlim- 
ited capital required for 
such a reckless venture. 

Helis arrived here 
from Greece at the age 
of 18, took a job in a 
Sixth Ave. hash house, 
and, with the stake he 
earned there, headed 
for California. Work- 
ing on a ranch he 
saved his money un- 
til he had enough 
capital to invest in 
a movie house. 

After World War 
I in which he served. 
in the U. S. Army 
and won citizenship, 
he went to the Cali- 
fornia oil fields, hired 
eut as a-driller and 
learned the oil busi- 


ness from the ground Pe 


down. 

One of the things he 
learned was that al- 
though the California 
oil lands were leased by 
big oil companies, things 
were different in Texas, . fe 
Louisiana and Mississippi. OR ce eee 

That’s where Helis headed 
and, with the income he re- 
ceived from a coffee importing 
firm in which he had invested 
his movie and _ oil field profits, he 
started buying up oil leases. 
Everything this generous Greek 
Midas touched turned to black gold. 

Settling in New Orleans, he be- 
came interested in race tracks first 
- when the old Fair Grounds course was 
about to be auctioned off and cut up into 
building lots. 

As a token of gratitude to the State of 
Louisiana which had contributed so much to his 
fortune, Helis bid for the track and saved it for 
New Orleans horse lovers by paying.most of the 
$525,000 purchase price. 

The day after Greece was invaded in World 
War II, Helis wrote a check for $1,000,000 for 
National Greek War Relief. Then, neglecting 
His private business, he concentrated on: helping 
his suffering fellow countrymen as chairman of 
National Greek War Relief. 

When the U. S. entered the war, he turned 
his palatial yacht over to the U. S. Navy asa 
patrol boat and his son, Billy, Jr., enlisted in the 
U. S. Army. 

Whenever Helis, Sr., felt the need of relaxing 
for a few hours, he would go to the race track. 
One afternoon, seized with the impulse to own a 
horse, he put in a claim for Moscow II. The 
plater wouldn’t run for him. 

Billy Helis had lost his first bet in a pro- 
gressive system in which horse flesh, not money, 
was the medium. The Golden Greek peeled off 
$25,000 in crisp bills for Ennobled, but it was no 
dice again. Did someone say “progressive sys- 
tem?” Helis didn’t ask. He bought Attention 
from Max Hirsch for $50,000. What happened? 
Attention broke down. But not Billy Helis.

noted horsewoman and cosmetician,

_ From the opening bid of $5,000 the 
price mounted rapidly as the two 
entered a spirited bidding contest. Mrs. 

Graham thought the colt was hers when 

she bid $65,000, but Helis raised it one 

thousand—and won himself one of the 
prize equine busts of all time. 

The yearling whom he named Periclés 
grew up to become the winner of three small 
purses totaling $5,200 and then was retired to 
the Rancocas Farm in Jobstown, N. J., which 
Helis purchased from the estate of the late 
Harry Sinclair, another oil man whose hobby 
was horses. : 

There Pericles lives in such regal splendor 
you'd swear he was another Man o’ War instead 
of the fruits of a bad guess. 

Billy Helis had spent almost a half million on 
race horses before his luck suddenly turned at 
Saratoga in 1945 when his Adonis won the 
Travers Stakes at 25 to 1. Since then, Helis’ 
horses, all of them bearing Greek names, have 
more than earned their oats. 

The Helis stable won $359,150 in 1945, $458,- 
060 in 1946, $659,355 in 1947 and $430,292 last 
year—not bad, when you consider that he played 
the risky progressive system,

HAT is today considered one of the 

most baffling murder mysteries in Brit- 

y ish history passed through its initial 

phases without arousing so much as a ripple in 

the metropolitan London press. Indeed, even 

the trial went mainly unreported except in Liver- 
pool, where the crime had been committed. 

It was not until afterward, during the con- 
sideration of an appeal on behalf of the accused, 
that the nation was given to understand that 
here was a case packed with enough puzzling 
details to form the basis of a dozen detective 
novels. 

The whole mystery, as it turned out, hinged 


on a certain telephone call. 

At about 7:15 p. m., Monday, Jan. 19, 1931, 
a man who gave the odd name of Qualtrough 
telephoned the City Cafe in North John St., 
Liverpool, and said he wished to speak to Mr. 
Wallace. 

By this he meant William Herbert Wallace, 
a 52-year-old insurance agent who lived on Wol- 
verton St., in suburban Anfield, and the call 
was made to the City Cafe because a chess club 
had its. headquarters there and Wallace was 
scheduled to play that night. 

As he had not yet arrived, the captain of 
the club, a Mr. Beattie, took the call. He in- 
formed the man that Wallace would be on hand 
later, when he would participate in a champion- 
ship match, and asked if Mr. Qualtrough wished 
to leave any message. 


The caller explained, in a voice Beattie was 


to describe as rather thick and husky, that he 
wanted to discuss some insurance business with 
the agent in connection with his daughter’s com- 
ing of age. 

He said he would like to see Wallace at his 
home at 25 Menlove Gardens East the following 
evening at 7:30. 

Wallace received the message on his arrival, 
and later, while walking home with two friends, 
he remarked that he knew no one by the name 
of Qualtrough, and wasn’t so ‘sure’he would 
keep the appointment. 

On the following morning, he left his small, 
two-storied home at 10:30, and at 2:10 p. m. 
returned for his usual mid-day dinner with his 
wife, Julia, to whom he had been married for 
18 years. 

They had no children, and no servant. Both 
were highly esteemed, and apparently had al- 
ways lived together in peace and harmony. 

Wallace left again at about 3:15, and was 
back at 6:05. 

According to the testimony, he and Mrs.

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“Have You Heard Any

Wallace then had tea, and at 6:45 he left the 
house by the back door to keep the appointment 
with Qualtrough. Mrs. Wallace accompanied 
him to the yard gate, it was said, and he patted 
her on the shoulder, saying, “I won’t be longer 
than I can help.” 

He told her, he later said, to be sure to bolt 
the back door, for there had been some bur- 
glaries in the neighborhood. in recent months. 


MEANWHILE, allegedly at about 6:30, a milk 
boy, Alan Close, had called and Mrs. Wal- 
lace had taken in the milk. 

Wallace boarded a car at 7:06 at Smithdown 
and Lodge Lanes, and his story of his activities 
thereafter was as follows: 

‘I was unable to find Menlove Gardens East, 
and was finally informed by a constable that 
there was no such address. ‘After I had made 
some further search, I caught a tramcar at

about eight, and arrived back home some 45 
minutes later. 

“I went to open the front door, but found it 
secure and I could not open it with my key. I 
knocked gently, but got no answer. I could not 
see any light in the house. I then went around 
to the back. 

“The door leading from the entry to the 
backyard was closed, but not bolted. I went 
to the back door of the house, and I was unable 
to get in. I do not know whether the door was 
bolted or not—it sticks sometimes—but I think 
it was bolted. 

“There was a small light in the back kitchen 
(scullery), but no light in the kitchen. I then 
went back to the front. I tried my key in the 
front door again and found the lock did not work 
properly. The key would turn in it,.but seemed 
to unturn without unlocking the door. 

“I rushed around to the back and saw my 
neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Johnston, coming out

heard any suspicious noises in my house during 
the past hour or so?’

“In the front room I struck a match and 
found the bed upset, the clothes being off. I 
do not think my wife left it like that. 

“T went back downstairs, and looked into 
the front room, after striking a match, and saw 
my wife lying on the floor. I felt her hand, 
and concluded she was dead. 

“T then rushed out and told Mr. and Mrs. 
Johnston what had happened, saying something 
just what I can’t remember. . After they had 
been in, Mr, Johnston went for the police and 
a doctor. I asked him to go. 

“T afterwards found that about four pounds 
($20) had n taken from a cash box in the 
kitchen, but I am not sure of the amount. 

“When ‘I discovered my wife lying on the 
floor I noticed my mackintosh lying on the floor 
at the back of her. I wore the mackintosh up 
to noon today, but left it off owing to the fine 
weather. My wife has never worn the -mack- 
intosh to my knowledge. 

“The constable drew my attention to its 
being burnt, but it was not like that when I 
last saw it, and I cannot explain it. I have no 
suspicion of anyone.”’ 

His statement added as a sort of postscript: 

“There was a dog whip with a lash in the 
house, which I have not seen for 12 months, 
It usually 
hung on the hall stand. The handle was of 
wood, 12 inches long and one inch thick. I

D*: J. E. WHITELY MacFALE, professor of 
forensic medicine at Liverpool University, ar- 
rived at the scene just before 10. He saw that 
the body was lying on the hearthrug, the face 
turned toward the left, the left arm extended, 
the right by the side. The head was crushed 
on the left side above and in front of the ear. 
Indeed, many terrible blows had been rained 
upon the victim. 

Dr. MacFall deduced that she must have 
been sitting in an armchair to the left of the 
fireplace when attacked. The mackintosh men- 
tioned by Wallace was partly underneath the 
right shoulder. The burns were on the lower 
part of the right front. Part of Mrs. Wallace’s 
skirt was also burned. 

It appeared that she had been clearing up 
tea things at the moment her slayer entered. 
In Dr. MacFall’s opinion, she had been dead 
some three hours, which would place the crime 
at shortly before seven o'clock. 

Police officers could find no one in the neigh- 
borhood who had seen any stranger call at or 
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leave the Wallace home. However, almost 20 
homes in the vicinity had been entered by bur- 
glars, and in almost every case a duplicate or 
skeleton key had been used. None of these 
intruders had been observed, either. 

As for the murder weapon, no such instru- 
ment could be found. According to a cleaning 
woman who came in occasionally, a small iron 
bar, usually kept in the sitting room fireplace, 
had disappeared. It had been used, she said, 
for cleaning underneath the gas fire. Wallace 
said he had never seen this piece of iron. 


TH police were positive that the slayer’s 
clothes must have been heavily spattered with 
blood, but except on the mackintosh no stains 
were discovered on any garments belonging 
to the victim’s husband. 

Two burned matches were found by the 
mackintosh, which suggested to the police that 
an effort had been made to destroy it by fire. 
It was also deduced that the intruder had used 
the mackintosh as a shield against incriminat- 
ing stains. 

Among other odd circumstances was the fact 
that the bedroom had been disturbed in a way 
which, according to veteran detectives, no pro- 
fessional burglar ever needs to resort to. That 
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is, the bedclothes .were all mussed up, hats 
were on the bed, drawers pulled out and con- 
tents disarranged. 

Mrs. Wallace in death still wore a brooch 
and wedding ring, and a sum of money, about 
$8, was found concealed in her Clothing. 

It was discovered that the mysterious phone 
call to the City Cafe had come from a public 


“ phone box within 400 yards of the Wallace 


home. He himself had made calls from there 
on several occasions. | 

Wallace, who after the crime went to stay 
with his sister-in-law in Sefton Park, was asked 
to supply a list of persons whom Mrs. Wallace 
might admit into the house. x 

He did this, but declared he could not believe 
that anyone he knew could have been capable 
of such a ghastly deed. Noone on this list ever 
fell under suspicion. 

The result was that, by a process of elimina- 
tion, and uncovering no other possible suspect, 
the authorities decided that Wallace himself 
must have committed the murder, despite his 
record as a devoted husband and a law-abiding 
citizen. And despite the fact that he appeared 
to have had no conceivable motive. 

Yet he was accused. 


HEN committed for trial, he made this 

statement: 

“IT plead not guilty to the charges made 
against me. I am advised to reserve my defense. 
I would like to say that my wife and I lived 
together on the very best of terms during some 
18 years of our married life. Our relations were 
those of devotion to each other. 

“The suggestion that I murdered my wife 
is monstrous. That I should attack her and 
kill her is, to all who knew us, unthinkable and 
unbelievable, all the more so when it must be 
realized that I could not possibly obtain an 
advantage by committing such a deed, nor do 
the police suggest that I gained any advantage. 

“On the contrary, in actual fact I have lost 
a devoted and loving comrade; my home life is 
completely broken up, and everything I held 
dear has been ruthlessly torn from me. I have 
now to face the torture and nerve-wracking 
ordeal, and I say once more that I am entirely 
innocent of this terrible murder.” 

His trial opened in Liverpool on April 22 
before Mr. Justice Wright and a jury which in- 
cluded two women. He was completely calm 
and collected——as indeed he had been since the 
very night of the tragedy. 

Prosecutor E. G. Hemmerde, although he 
could not prove it, asserted that the defendant 
himself‘must have sent the false phone call in 
order to prepare an alibi.“ (In this connection, 
the chess club captain testified that the voice 


he heard in no way resembled Wallace’s.) 

The prosecutor also suggested that Wallace, 
if innocent, would have gone directly to the 
sitting room downstairs instead of looking for 


his wife in the various rooms upstairs. (De- 


fense explanation: He had seen no light in the 
sitting room.) ) 

As against Hemmerde’s allegation that Wal- 
lace wore the mackintosh — possibly over his 
naked body — as a shield against telltale stains, 
the defense suggested that Mrs. Wallace had 
placed the coat over her shoulders when she 
went to the door, and had fallen on the gas 
fire when first attacked. 

Observers agreed that the prosecution’s case 
seemed extremely weak; indeed, there appeared 
to be no case at.all upon which a jury might be 
justified in returning any verdict but not guilty. 

But Hemmerde apparently thought other- 
wise, and he used a great many words in his 
final speech to convince the jury that Wallace 
deserved to be convicted and hanged. 

Wallace’s chief counsel, Roland Oliver, ridi- 
culed the suggestion that the accused had made 
the phone call, holding, of course, that the real 
slayer had made the call to insure Wallace’s 
absence from the house. 

He pointed out, also, that in determining 
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how long a victim has been dead, one has to 
consider all sorts of conditions, “including the 
temperature of the body.” 

He contended that by the usual standard of 
rigor mortis “‘there is'an element of error of at 
least an hour each way. 

“I accept quite candidly that upon Professor 
MacFall’s evidence death might have taken 
place at such a time as Wallace might have been 
there, but looking at the’ whole of the evidence 
iS it not more likely to have taken place after 
Wallace had gone? .. 

“If Mrs, Wallace had been dead three hours 
before 10 o'clock, she died at seven. If she 
had been dead less than three hours, she died 
after seven. 

“Let me come to what’is at least positive, 
not speculative — the evidence of the boy-Close. 
Do you appreciate this, that the whole question 
of when that woman was last seen alive, so far 
as the prosecution rests upon, is the recollection 
of the particular moment he looked at the clock? . 
[The boy had testified that he had noticed the 
clock on Holy Trinity Church at 6:25, a few 
minutes before he reached the Wallace home. | 


“On that boy’s evidence the police elected to 
leave the question of the time when Mrs. Wallace 
was last seen alive. 

“This prosecution has got to satisfy you of 
the case they bring. What is their case? It 
varies from day to day. At the police court 
it was that Wallace, in a mackintosh, killed his 
wife, and suggested he was naked. 

“They came here, and some genius has ob- 
served that if he was dressed he must have 
blood on his clothes.” 


INALLY he said: 

“I have finished. Here is a crime without 
motive, a man against whose character there is 
not a word to be said, whose affection cannot 
be doubted. A Roman maxim says, ‘No one 
ever suddenly became the basest of men.’ The 
story of the prosecution sounds impossible.” 

Justice Wright's charge to the jury suggested 
that he might have dismissed the case against 
Wallace if the defense had so moved, and he 
indicated that in his opinion the evidence did 
not warrant a conviction. 

Then came the jury’s job. They considered 
the evidence against William Herbert Wallace, 
whose life they held in their hands, and after 
one hour’s deliberation came back with a death- 
dealing verdict of guilty. 

Reporters were to write that the courtroom 
gasped. - 

Now we come to the repercussions. | 

Wallace’s attorney, naturally, appealed. 

Result—-on May 19 the Lords of Appeals, 
after a two-day hearing, quashed the conviction 
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on the ground that the evidence had been insuffi- 


cient to support the verdict. ‘This was the first 
time in English legal history that a conviction 
for murder had been set aside on such a ground. 

So William Wallace was free — but he found 
his freedom anything but pleasant. 


His company took him back at once, never 

having believed him guilty in the first place. 
But he soon found that he could not longer do 
business because of the suspicion which still 
clung to him. 

He therefore quit Liverpool and retired to 
a cottage in Cheshire. A diary which he kept 
for a year after his release contained many fond 
references to his wife, to his gnawing loneliness, 
and to the rebuffs he had received from former 
acquaintances, 

“What I fear most is the long nights,” he 
wrote in one entry. And in another: “I seem 
to miss her more and more, and cannot drive 
the thought of her cruel end out of my mind.” 

It was a cruel end for him, too. 

He died on Feb. 26, 1933, of an illness diag- 
nosed as cancer.

HE man who rhymed 

these lines’ certainly 
knew one of the big secrets 
of good eating. A _ steak 
may be grander, but no 
more palate pleasing and 
Satisfying than a good 
hearty stew. The reason, 
of course, is the harmoni- 
ous blending into one Sa- 
vory whole of the flavor 
and succulence of perhaps 
a dozen ingredients.

haired, kind-faced Albertin 
Bollinger Ritter, looking 
like anybody’s grand- 
mother. But the resem- 
blance fades when she goes 
on to say, “That is, every- 
thing except housework and 
Sewing. I'd rather meet a 
bear than an embroidery 
needle.” 

She defied an age which 
insisted that its daughters 
be “womanly” to become 
Utah’s only woman official 
trapper-——and one of the 
very few in all the nation’s 
history. . “Teena,’’ as her 
family called her, would 
have no part of the conven- 
tional feminine arts. “My 
life has always been entire- 
ly outdoors,”’ she says. 

Teena was born in Swit- 
zerland in 1877 and came 
with her family to hive in 
Utah when she was eight 
years old. At 17, after her 
father’s death, she plowed, 
sowed and harvested their 
12-acre farm without help. 

When she was 21, she 
married Will Ritter. Hav- 
ing taken charge of the 
Overland Stage station at 
Point Lookout on the old 
Pony Express Trail, the 
young couple sold ‘hay, 
grain and water to the 
passing stages and 


ranchers. On the side they 
trapped bobcats and 
coyotes for bounty. 


Later they moved to 
Alta, where her husband 
worked in a mine. Mrs. 
Ritter hauled ore by team 
and wagon from Alta to 
the Murray smelter, over a 
rutted road barely wide 
enough for one wagon to 
pass and no turn-out for 
miles. That was just a

warm-up for a later run 
from Alta to Murray with 
a four-horse stage. 

“I got my load and made 
a trip every day,’ she says 
proudly. 

They moved to Lehi, 
Utah, where with no work 
available, the resourceful 
Mrs. Ritter used to buy 


three and four hundred 
pounds of fish at a time 
from the seiners at Utah 
Lake. She would clean and 
skin them, and then sell . 
them for triple what she 
had paid. 

The next year they 
Started trapping again--- 
coyotes, bobcats, badgers, 


ana even bdDe@ars—alhu Utus 
time Mrs. Ritter was em- 
ployed as a trapper by the 
state, and her husband by 
the federal -government. 
Each set and tended., his 
own traplines, though 
they kept camp fogether. 
Between them they often 
made $90 or $100,a day. 


Once Mrs. Ritter, follow- 


- ing her lines, came face to 


face with a large and dis- 
gruntled bear in one of her 
traps. Three times she shot 
him, but none of the bullets 
found a vital spot Her 
pistol shells gone, she rode 
a mile and a half to camp 
and returned with a 30-30 
rifle. She found that the 
bear was sitting up on his 
haunches apparently un- 
harmed, as good as ever. 
Her first shot killed him. 


— encounter was all 
in a day’s work, she 
says. The only reason she 
remembers it is because 
the bear was tougher than 
most, and because her hus- 
band was so chagrined at 
her bountiful booty, since 
he had brought in only one 
lone coyote that same day. 


Even today, at 70, when 
most people want a warm 
corner in a snug house, 
Mrs. Ritter often sleeps 
outside beneath the trees 
and cooks on a stove in 
her back yard. She spends 
her days planning her 
vegetable garden, but no 
one would be surprised if 
She suddenly decided to 
start trapping again. 

She might do it, too. 
Rugged Mrs. Ritter would 
rather be out in the middle 
of things than sitting ina 
rocker by the fire any day.

|F YOU'RE a homemaker
